Liability Cancels hee aes Drags 


The current liability crunch has hit the Grayling Winter. 
Carnival. The professional snowmobile drag races set for 
Sunday, February 8, have been cancelled because the proper 
- insurance could not be obtained at affordable prices. 
This is the only carnival event to be cancelled, all other 
‘events will take place as previously scheduled. 
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Funding for a new $13 million Multi- 
Purpose Training Range (MPRC) for Camp 
Grayling has been cut by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Defense. 

_ Construction for the project had been 
scheduled to start October 1, 1988, according 
to Vernon Andrews, the Adjutant General of 
Michigan. Andrews is now trying to rally 
support for MPRC in Congress and have the 
$13 million added as a line item to the 
budget. Andrews has written to all 18 
Michigan representatives and both 
Michigan senators asking for support. He 
has also asked all Fourth Army Adjutant 
Generals (from Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Iowa) 
for support in asking Congress to add the $13 
million to the 1989 fiscal budget. 


“This (cut) is a devastating blow not 
only to Michigan, Camp Grayling, and the 
4th Army but to our conventional national 
defense needs,’’ said Andrews. “We 
desperately need this live fire range facility 
where all armor and standardized infantry 
units can train and qualify. This range is 
also adaptable for MILES (simulated lasar 
devices) training for both armor and infan- 
try.”’ 

Andrews said the Michigan Dept. of 
Military Affairs has already spent $500,000 
acquiring numerous pieces of private 
property within the huge range fan at Camp 
Grayling so the new range can be construct- 


ed. The $500,000 came from the state of ~ 


Michigan, approved by the governor and 
legislature.

Funding Cut For *13 Million Range 


Andrews said $200,000-$250,000 has 
already been spent in design and 
engineering work as well as hundreds of 
man hours looking at other ranges both in 
Europe and the United States. About 35 per- 
cent of design work has already been com- 
pleted for MPRC. 

Additionally, the National Guard 
Bureau has coordinated the funding of ap- 
proximately $6 million for the targeting 
devices and high tech computerized 
systems required for MPRC. They are 
presently being built but Andrews said it’s 
possible they may not end up in Michigan 
now. 

Camp Grayling, with more than 150,000 
acres of training land, is one of the few 
places in the free world where this new 
range can be laid out without ‘people’ or 
environmental problems, said Andrews. 

“This unique Michigan MPRC—Heavy 
Range can train helicopter crews with their 
missiles, infantry with conventional 
weapons and TOW missiles, tanks, 
mechanized infantry, artillery, engineers, 
and military police all at the same times,” 
said Andrews. ‘'The range is also designed 
to handle the new 120 mm tank gun that is 
upgrading the MIA tank. The range is also 
adaptable for MILES equipment (simulated 
lasar devices for both the armor and infan- 
try) and in many cases it will not be 
necessary to use live rounds for training.” 

The loss of funding for MPRC will hurt 
the Grayling economy, Andrews said, 
because of the loss of full-time support per- 
sonnel to operate the range year-round for

KCC Asks for 1-Mill 
Increase March 12 


A special election asking area voters to 
approve a one-mill increase for Kirtland 
Community College will be held March 12. 

The additional mill would give the com- 
munity college about $915,000 extra the first 
year. College officials say at least $700,000 of 
this is needed just to maintain current levels 
of operation. The remaining amount would 


be used to meet ‘critical needs in the areas | 


of instruction for degree and certification 
continuing education, com- 
munity services, and student support ser- 
vices,’’ a December, 1986, alternative fi- 
nance study says. 

Kirtland’s current tax levy is for one mill. 
This one mill was approved by voters in 1966 
when the college was established. KCC has 
not had an increase in millage since. 

The college was unsuccessful in two pre- 
vious attempts at asking voters for millage 
increase. In September, 1972, and Novem- 
ber, 1985, proposals for one-half mill in- 
creases were defeated. The 1985 proposal 
was defeated by about 1,200 votes in the 
college district. The KCC district includes 
all of Roscommon, Crawford, Ogemaw, and 
Ogemaw counties with portions of Alcona, 
Gladwin, Kalkaska, Otsego, and Missaukee 
counties. 

The college has three main sources of 
revenue: state aid (which accounts for 
about 47 percent), property tax (25 percent 
of total revenues), and tuition (20 percent). 

The alternative finance study says the 
outlook for any increase in state aid is bleak. 

Tuition increases of five percent for in- 
district students and 23 percent for out of 
district students have already been made 
starting in January, 1987. The KCC Board of 


Trustees does not want to raise tuition fees 
again, and even higher tuition rates could 
not bring in enough revenue to meet the 
rising college expenses. 

That leaves millage as the only area to 
bring in more revenue. The one-mill in- 
crease would cost the average homeowner 
in the district (with a property value at 
$28,875 and S.E.V. at $14,438) about $15 extra 
a year,

| Northern Views

Would you keep a child inside and deny 
him or her the chance to swim on a 90- 
degree beautiful July afternoon? 

Probably not. But isn’t keeping a child in- 
side too much in winter just as bad as keep- 
ing one away from a cool river or lake'on a 
summer day? 

Dressed properly, most children can 
easily handle the winter weather in our 
county. Only when the bitter north winds 

blow too hard or temperatures drop near 
zero, should you limit a child’s stay out- 
doors. 

Some children in Crawford County just 
aren’t getting outside enough to enjoy all the 
fun winter has to offer. 

What child doesn’t scream in delight as 
his or her sled rushes down the hill throwing 
snow all around? 

What child hasn’t enjoyed throwing a 
snowball or rolling snow boulders to make a 
snowman? 

What child doesn’t like sliding or skating 
on ice or skiing? 

If you're feeling guilty right about now 
because you haven't taken your children 


outside this winter very much, here’s one 
suggestion to make up for all that lost time: 
go to the Grayling Winter Sports Carnival 
Feb. 7-8. 

The children can enjoy downhill innertube 
races, ice skating, cross-country skiing, 
alpine ski races, sleigh rides, horse rides, 
and children’s games. Children can also 
have fun watching the wacky adults propel 
canoes down the ski slope or upstream on 
the AuSable for the Downhill Canoe Race 
and the Up the Downstream Canoe Race. 

Of course, the winter carnival may never 
again reach the peak it hit when as many as 
10,000 people jammed the park each day of 
the carnival. Things have changed. Instead 
of snow trains bringing people here, air 
travel takes Michiganders, including Gray- 
ling residents, to Florida, Las Vegas, and 
the Caribbean. 

But the 62nd Annual Grayling Winter 
Sports Carnival is still part of a winter 
tradition worth keeping. Outdoor winter 
sports are as much a special part of a north- 


. ern Michigan winter as showing a child the 


northern lights for the first time. 


PRESIDENT REAGAN has submitted 
his budget to congress and it adds up to a 
trillion dollars.

SUPPOSE YOU HAD been born on the 
.day Christ was born, and you had been able 
to save money at the rate of one penny for 
every second that you lived—that is, 60 
cents per minute, or $36 per hour, or $864 per 
day—for the past 2,000 years or so. At that 
rate of accumulation, it would still take you 
another 1,000 years to save up a single $1 
billion. 

And a trillion — the size of the Reagan 
budget—-is 1,000 billions. 

Try another exercise: One _ billion 
seconds ago, Dwight Eisenhower was in the 
White House and G, Mennen Williams was 
governor of Michigan. One billion minutes 
ago, Nero had just burned down Rome, and 
Jesus Christ had finished his earthly 
mission less than 50 years earlier. One 
billion hours ago, people lived in caves, and 
the first written language was still more 
than 100,000 years away. 

But—as the old political joke goes—in 
terms of government spending, $1 billion 
ago was just yesterday.

NOW WE’ VE ONLY been talking about 
billions. And one trillion is 1,000 billions, or 
one million millions. It’s hard to imagine. 

If you had a stack of $1,000 bills just four 
inches thick you’d be a millionaire; but a 
trillion dollars would be a stack of $1,000 
bills that would reach more than 60 miles in- 
to the air. 

Stick with dollar bills for a few minutes: 
A million dollar bills, laid end to end, would 
just about cover the distance from lake to 
lake across northern Michigan from Alpena 
to Charlevoix.

My friends, we are talking real money © 


when we talk about a trillion dollar budget. 

Picture a million anything, and 
reproduce it a million times over, and that’s 
atrillion. And a trillion dollars would buy a 
whale of a lot. 

FOR INSTANCE: For $1 trillion you 
could build a $75,000 house on a $5,000 plot of 
ground and put in $10,000 in furniture and a 
$10,000 car for every family in Kansas, 
Missouri, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Colorado 
and Iowa. 

And you would have money left to build 
250 hospitals at $10 million each and 250 
libraries at $10 million each...and then build 
500 schools at $10 million each. 

And you would still have enough money 
to invest, at 10 percent annual return, to 
assure a salary of $25,000 for 10,000 nurses 
and $25,000 for another 10,000 teachers, 
plus give a $5,000 family allowance for each 
family in those six states every year 
forever. 

And this is the size of the annual federal 
budget proposed by President Ronald 
Reagan, who is widely recognized as a fiscal 
conservative. With those sorts of totals, 
taxpayers are probably fortunate he’s not a 
liberal. 

BUT HARKING BACK to Mr. Reagan’s 
past, a record-high budget proposal for the 
nation is in keeping with his service as 
governor of California. Back in 1975, 
Governor Ronald Reagan of California 
proposed a $9.81 billion budget for Califor- 
nia—at that time the largest in California’s 
history. His final budget proposal was more 
than twice as large as his first budget 
proposal, eight years earlier, 

Is there an end in sight? Who knows. A 
trillion dollars is 12 zeros after the figure 
<1’? — that is $1,000,000,000,000. 

So many of our public leaders seem to 
approach government spending with the at- 
titude that it’s only a bunch of zeros anyway, 
so what’s the big deal. 

The problem is that all those dollars — 
girdling the globe or stretching to the moon 
and beyond—come out of taxpayers’ 
pockets.

The Michigan Citizens Lobby reported 
its recently survey shows major. Michigan 
banks are charging unjustifiably high in- 
terest rates on the credit cards they issue, 
but found that consumers can get better 
deals at some smaller banks. 

The survey, completed by the state’s. 
largest consumer organization, was done 
in cooperation with a number of other state 
and national organizations to kick off a 
nationwide “Fight and Switch” campaign 


to combat what they characterized as ex- . 


cessive bank credit card interest rates. 

“Our first goal is to provide consumers 
with adequate information so they can 
switch their credit card accounts to banks 
which have more reasonable interest 
rates. If the competitive system doesn’t 
work, our next course of action is to ask 
Congress for a lower cap on rates and 
bettér disclosure standards,” Joseph 
Tuchinsky, director of the Citizens Lobby 
said. 

The survey found the state’s 10 largest 
credit-card issuing banks all charging the 
legal maximum of 18 percent interest on 
purchases financed through their Master- 
Card and Visa credit cards. 

That is also the average rate charged 
nationally, Tuchinsky said. 


The lowest interest rates found in 
national surveys, 10.5 percent, are at 
Simmons First National and Union 
National Bank in Arkansas. 

“If all banks would adopt such a reason- 
able interest rate on credit cards, U.S. con- 
sumers would save more than $4 billion 
each year,”’ Tuchinsky said. 


He said the major institutions have. 


refused to compete against each other by 
cutting interest rates. 

Tuchinsky said lower interest rates were 
found in Michigan at First National Bank 
of Mt. Clemens, which charges $10 a year 
for its Visa or MasterCard and has a 15 
percent interest rate, and Security Savings 
Bank in Jackson, which currently has a 
14.9 percent rate. Both institutions accept 
applications from anywhere in Michigan. ; 

Don Heikkinen, senior vice-president of 
the Michigan Bankers Association, de- 
fended the interest rate levels, saying

Bessie and Ed Kellogg 
originally built and lived in a 
cabin, not in existence now, 
about 100 yards south of the 
existing bridge. The current 
bridge was not there at the 
time. The big house was built 
in 1912 with seven bedrooms 
upstairs and two downstairs 
to contain a family of seven- 
teen children. It had a but- 
tery for cold storage and a 
Storercom for dishes and 
silverware. These two areas 
were later combined into a 
huge kitchen. 

Ed had two boys and 
Bessie had one girl. when 
they married and then pro- 
ceeded to have fourteen 
more children together. 

As I chatted with Lee and 
Olive Kellogg, they made the 
old days come alive for me. 
Ed built an eighteen foot 
waterwheel to use the cur- 
rent of the North Branch to 
provide power for lights for 


- his family. The only way to 


shut off the lights was to take 
the drive belt off the wheel, 
then put it back in place the 
next morning. Lee’s father 
was a carpenter and farmer. 
Lee reminisces about the 
year the steam engine that 
pulled the thrashing ma- 
chine got stuck while fording 
the river. It took two teams 
of horses to pull it out while 
Henry Ford, a regular visi- 
tor to the area, shouted en- 
couragement from the river- 
bank. . 

Lee was born in the old 
cabin on September 2, 1902. 
He remembers his father 
building the big house and 
moving everything into it by 


Kelloggs, Vances, McRaes, 
Papenfus’s, and Secoras. 
The kids would walk through 
the woods to school carrying 
their books and “dinner 
buckets’. The school 
building is still there but un- 
used and forlorn looking. 

Lee learned his building 
skills from his father and 
brothers and used these 
skills to help build the lum- 
bermen’s monument build- 
ings at Hartwick Pines State 


Park. He also worked at the 


CCC (Civilian Conservation 
Corp.) camp at Otsego Lake 
State Park and then lived in 
Frederic. Lee and Olive met 
on a blind date arranged by 
Roy Papenfus. Roy’s par- 
ents were the caretakers at 
the lodge at Dam 4, where 
Henry Ford and his friends 
spent their leisure time. 

Olive Kellogg nee O’Delil, 
was born in 1913 in Coleman, 
Michigan. Her family moved 
to Frederic in 1923 where her 
mother taught school for 
many years. Olive grad- 
uated from Frederic High 
School in 1929, then went on 
to CMU for a year. 

Lee and Olive’s successful. 
blind date led to their mar-! 
riage in 1932. They have two 
boys, Larry and Dale, six 
grandchildren and ten great 
granchildren. Larry is 
retired and living in Florida 
while Dale is a tool and die 
maker in Bridgeport.

Resource Review 


An occasional sound heard 
by those staying in woodland 
cabins is an audible thump 
on the roof, followed by a 
scurrying sound. Discon- 
certing to some, the sound is 
made by one of the least 
known of our wild neighbors. 
Fiying squirrels are small 
tree squirrels which nor- 
mally venture out only at 
night, gliding from point to 
point through the use of 
furred membranes joining 
front and back limbs. The 
flying squirrels usually land 
then climb to a higher point 
to again launch themselves 
for a swift flight of up to 125 
feet. 

There are two subspecies 
of flying squirrel. The 
ranges of both overlap in 
northern Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota and the Ap- 
plachin Mountains. The 
southern subspecies prefers 
living in hardwoods, is 
smaller and slightly lighter 
than its northern cousin who 


lives in mixed forests areas.
